Washington, Dec. 7.—Officials of 


the farm loan board announced to- 
day that more than fifty thousand 
farmers have applied for mortgage 
loans 
aggregating 
approximately 


$150,000,000 or more 
than 
seven- 


teen times the amount 
of money 


which will be immediately available 
for loans upon the organization of 
the twelve farm'loan banks. 


Most of 
the 
applications 
have 


'come from the south and west. They 
istill continue to come in by hun- 
dreds every day. 
Requests 
for 


application blanks contemplating re- 
quests for loans to 
2,000 
farmers 


have come from Iowa alone. 


Although the location of the banks 


probably will not be announced be- 
fore December 20, it was said today 
that almost immediately 
after or- 


ganization the banks would find it 
necessary to issue bonds for virtually 
their entire capital stock to meet the 
demands of borrowers. 


The rate of interest on bonds is 


a subject now engaging the board's 
attention. It is thought that it will 
not exceed five per 
cent, and may 


not exceed four and 
one half per 
cent. The bonds will be offered at the 
maximum allowed by law of one per 
cent, less than the rate charged for 
loans. 
Daily conferences are being 


held by board members with bank- 
ers from various sections to deter- 
mine the minimum 
rate at which 


the bonds will be absorbed by its in- 
vestors, as this will determine the 
rate. of. interest to be 
charged 
on 
loans. 
The board 
also 
is 
considering 
whether the bonds sliall be offered 
tbj!ndividuai*rnves'tors or underwrit- 
ten by banking houses 
in 
sizable 
blocks. As the capital stock of each 
bank is to be only $750,000, repeat- 
ed turnovers of the capital and fre- 
quent bond issues 
covering 
loans 


will be necessary if all applications 
are to be taken care of.

Events on the European battle^ 


fields are summarized from reports 
from capitals to the Associated Press 
as follows: 


The brief dispatch in which tha 


fall of Bucharest was announced left 
in doubt the fate of the armies which, 
were resisting the advance of the 
Teutonic invaders. 


It is assumed in most entente 


Quarters, however, that there was 
no "last stand" by the Rumanians 
before their capital, and such news 
as has trickled through from Ger- 
man sources indicates that Bucharest 
was virtually deserted when the Teu- 
tonic forces entered it. The city is 
said to have been found uninjured. 


Military commentators in entente 


capitals point to the probability ttiat 
the actions just prior to the capture 
of Bucharest were fought 
merely 


with a view to delaying the advance 
oi Field Marshal von Mackensen's 
forces and aiding in the -escape of the 
main body of Rumanians.

Transferred Richest Lands 


at a Price of $1.25 Per Acre 


While in the county recorder's of- 


fice recently an Advocate reporter 
casually inquired of Mrs. Ella Con- 
nell the accommodating first depu- 
ty, as to the oldest deed for Licking 
county land that was on file in the 
office. 
With the assistance of Mr. 


Theodore Kemp, expert abstractor 
of titles, the newsman went 
over 


some of these ancient transactions 
and brought out 
some 
interesting; 


facts about the early history of the 
county as regards the transfer and 
price of land, over a century and a 
decade ago. 


Some time after the 
Revolution- 


tionary war the 
government 
gave 


letters of patent to many acres of 
land in Ohio, which 
then was 
a 


part of the great northwest territory, 
to officers and 
soldiers 
who 
had 


served in that war. 
Some of these 


tracts 
consisted of thousands of 


acres of rich lands, and 
many of 


the grantees 
emigrated west 
and 


took actual possession of the lands 
granted them, while others merely 
held the title and continued to re- 
side in the eas*1, tor the most part in 
New England. 


What is now Licking county then 


was a part of Washington 
county, 


which included a large 
portion of 


southwestern Ohio. 
At the begin- 


ning of the last century some of the 
eastern holders of 
military 
lands 


sold 
to adventurous 
spirits 
who 


came west and settled 
upon 
their 


purchases, many of them 
being in 


what is now Licking county, but the 
lands lay in what was Washington 
county, and the oldest deeds on rec- 
ord in the 
Licking county court 


house at present, are transcriptions 
from the records of old Washington 
county. 


The first county to be taken from 


Washington, was what now is Ross 
county, and Washington then con- 
taiPd the territorv now comprising 
Fairfield and Lickin0 
The next di- 


visoa establslied arM itemfwvprdluu 
vision wa* TO set off Fa'rfield coun- 
ty from Washington, 
and 
present 


Licking county then was a part of 
Fan-field. 
In 
1803 thepresent 


boundaries of Lickin gcounty were 
established and 
it 
became a sep- 


arate entity. 


One of the interesting things that 


developed in looking over the books 
was a record of the operations of 
the Licking Land company, which 
resulted in the establishment of the 
town of Granville. 
A brief history 


of these transactions 
will be inter- 


esting as the names of many men 
appear whose descendants still live 
in Licking county. 


The Licking Land Company was 


formed of 73 members, and was or- 
ganized under the laws of the state 
of Massachusetts for the purpose ot 
purcnasing and developing lands, as 
its name indicated 
At a meeting of 


the company held in IS04 in Gran- 
ville, Mass., a committee 
was ap- 


pointed to come to Ohio and buy up 
land desirable for the purposes in- 
tended. 


This committee consisted of 


Buttles, Timothy 'Rose. Timothy Spell- 
man, 
Samuel Thrall, Vadock Cooley, 


Cornelius Slocumb, Russell Atwater, 
Solomon Noble, Levi 
Hayes. Seth 


Hayes, Noahdiah Holcomb, and Jacob 
Case. 


In all, this committee purchased 


about 28,000 acres of land for the 
company it represented, but the pur- 
chase which principally has 
to do 


with the present town of Granville, 
1 named after the Massachusetts vil- 
lage) is recorded in a deed execut- 
ed, November 4, 1804, 
by 
Jonas 


Stanberry and his wife 
Ann 
Lucy 


Stanberry to Levi Butties and 
his 


associates. 
This purchase 
was of 


three parcels of land two of 4.000 
acres and one of 5200 acres, a rotal 
of 13,000 acres for which was paid 
the sum ot $16,7SO, or about $1.27 
per acre. 
These 
tracts 
included 


Granville village as well as'parts of 
that, St. 
Albans 
and 
contiguous 


townships. 


These iands -\vere 
surveyed 
by 


James Coe. and the town of Gran- 
ville was laid out 
prior 
to 1806, 


when the famous deed of partition 
of the Licking Land Company was 
made March Sth of that year. 


By that deed each of the 78 mem- 


bers of the land company was 
ap- 


portioned certain 
lots 
and 
lands 


owned by the company in propor- 
tion to his interest 
therein. 
Thus 


the more interest one had the more 
land he received, some of them re- 
ceiving hundreds of acres 
and 
a 


number of lots in the 
village 
of 


Granville as their share.

ferring land lying in Licking county 
found recorded in the court house is 
one from Nicholas Oilman to Benja- 
min Ives Oilman, for two parcels of 
laud the lirst containing 4200 acres, 
lying in Licking township and 4000 
acres lying in what is now Fairfield 
county. The total of 8200 acies was 
sold for $10.300. or a fraction of a 
cent over $1.25 per acre for some oi 
the best farm land out of doors. This 
land was patented to Jonas Stan- 
berry by letters signed by President 
John Adams. 


Another interesting old 
deed 
is 


one from "The Inhabitants of 
the 


Town of Xewark to the Commission- 
ers of Licking county," executed in 
181G, by which 
is 
transferred 
in 


trust. 0 rods square to be taken off 
the center of the west end of the 
public square. 
The commissioners, 


by the instrument, are authorized to 
sell this land to 
the Presbyterian 


congregation to build a church, and 
the proceeds, it is expresslv stipu-, 
iated, are to be used by the com- 
missioners to builu a 
new 
county 


jail. 


The old wooden jail stood 
near 


the south side of the present park i 
and was a squatty round log build- 
ing two stories high, built some 
time prior to 1S10. 


The church was duly erected, the 


first in Newark, but 
after 
a 
few 


years of service was taken down as 
it was poorly constructed and the 
people feared it would 
fall 
upon 


them. 


This church, the first in Newark 


was supplanted bj another in 1S25.

SENDS "YSER" RING 


TO ADVOCATE MAN 


A silver ring, made in the deten- 


tion camp for interned Belgian sol- 
diers at Zeist, Holland, was received 
this morning by a member' of the Ad- 
vocate staff. 
The gift was sent in 


return for confederate 
stamps and 


confederate money sent in response 
to the appeal of Alex de Rocker, 5th 
Belgian Line Regt. 3-3, for stamps 
to add to his collection with, which 
he whiles away the tedous hours in 
the camp for interned soldiers. 


About the middle of September, 


the Newark man forwarded a letter 
enclosing several pieces of confed- 
erate money and confederate stamps 
from his own collection 
The let- 


ter did not reach Holland until Nov. 
8th. 
Mr. de Rocked replied imme- 


diately, sending the ring, which is a 
souvenir of the great battle of the 
Yser, where British and Belgian sol- 
diers made their final stand against 
the oncoming Germans following the 
retreat from Antwerp. The ring, de 
Rocker says, was made "from silver 
paper, supposedly silver foil. 
It is 


made in signet style and the top has 
a thin plate of gold on the top with 
the word "Yser" 
engraved in 
the 
plate. The ring is highly prized as 
a keepsake.

the sun. Where an Indian added the 
distance to a certain place or how fa 
he had come he would say so many 
sleeps or days' travel. A sleep, as de- 
scribing distance, was about thirty-five 
miles when walking deliberately o 
from fifty to sevenly-five miles if go 
ing in haste with a message. 


Oldest Bank In the World. 


It is thought that the oldest bank in 


the world is the Palazzo San Giorgio 
on the Piazza Caricamento, in Genoa 
This institution has played a promi 
nent role in the history of the Italian 
city. It was built in the year 1260 by 
order of Guglielmo Boccanegra, "cap 
tain" of the republic of Genoa, and 
after serving as bis residence was the 
headquarters of the famous company 
and bank of St. George. 


It is held that the modern system of 


banking sprang from this historic ed- 
iflce and that; the Societa Delle Com 
prere di San Giorgio was the first "lim 
jted liability company." The architect 
of the building was a monk namec 
Oliviero. Although its architecture has 
undergone a number of changes, the 
facade still speaks eloquently of the 
thirteenth century. Its arcades with 
pointed arches and Its Windows form- 
ed of little columns are exceedingly 
attractive.—Washington Star.

EIGHTEEN MAJOR FORTS GUARDING 


BUCHAREST FAIL TO STOP TEUTONS 


Washington, 
D 
C., Dec. 
7 — 


"With the 
German 
and 'Austrian 


troops occupying Bucharest, the de- 
fenses of Rumania's capital which 
failed to stop the invaders, become 
of paramount interest to 
the 
out- 


side world," sa>s a war geography 
bulletin issued today by the Nation- 
al Geographic Societv 


"A low range of hills lies to tne 


west and southwest of the capital, 
the two directions from which the 
mam invading armies are approach- 
ing what was once known as 'the 
City of Joy,' but which in the few 
brief weeks that have elapsed since 
Rumania entered the lists of war 
on the side of the entente allies has 
become a city of sonow and fore- 
boding. On all other sides stretch 
plain and marsh land, the latter hav- 
ing been drained with some success. 


"Eighteen major forts and numer- 


ous batteries and redoubts, mount- 
ing Krupp and Gruson guns, con- 
stitute the defences of Bucharest, 
and before the recent war upset all 
previously existing theories as to the 
value of armorplate in 
protecting 


the inside of forts, this city was sup- 
posed to be one of the most strong- 
ly fortified in all Europe. 


"With 
its 
immediate 
suburbs 


Bucharest covers an area of more 
than 10 square miles, and its iron 
ring of defence has a circumference 
of nearly 40 miles 
"It is interesting to recall that 


Bucharest owes its present" system 
of forts and batteries 
to 
General 


Henri Alexis Brialmont, the noted 
Belgian general and military engi- 
neer Whose name was so frequently 
mentioned in the early days of the 
war following the astounding col- 
lapse of the defences at Namur and 
Liege, both of which towns were 
fortified according: to the principles 
developed by him. It was owing to 
the opposition which General Brial- 
mont encountered in Belgium when 
he endeavored to enlist his govern- 


ment's support of elaborate plans for 
fortifying many cities that he left 
Antwerp and went to Bucharest in 
1S83. 
Here he drafted the scheme 


of defence for the Rumanian capital 
which in the 
main 
was 
followed 


during the 11 years (1885-96) 
re- 


quired in the construction of 
the 


fortifications. Because of his partici- 
pation in the strengthening of a for- 
eign capital, without the consent of 
his own government. General Brial- 
mont was dropped from the military 
service of Belgium, but a year later 
he was brought back to Antwerp to 
continue his work of fortifying that 
city and 
inspecting 
the 
defences 


throughout the kingdom. 
He con- 


tinued to take an interest in Ru- 
mania's defences, however, up to the 
time of his death in 1903. 


"In contemplating the resistance 


of which Bucharest's ring of forts 
is capable it should be remembered 
that the same conditions do not ob- 
tain here as existed at Namur and 
Liege, for 
the 
rugged 
mountain 


passes through which the 
Austro- 


German armies are descending from 
the northwest would make it ex- 
tremely difficult, if not wholely im- 
possible, to transport to the vicinity 
of the Rumanian capital the gigant- 
ic 
16-inch 
Krupp 
guns which 


wrought such amazingly quick de- 
struction at Namur and Liege. Nei- 
ther could such heavy guns be trans- 
ported readily by way 
of 
Bulgaria 


across the marsh-bordered Danube 
and over the Wallachian plains 


"For the purpose of comparison it 


may be recalled that Verdun has 16 
major forts, where Bucharest has 
18, and the perimeter of the fortified 
area of the former fortress is about 
30 miles, where Bucharest's is near- 
ly 50. Verdun's defenses, however, 
have the very decided advantage of 
being 
disposed 
upon numerous 
heights surrounding the town and 
commanding the Meuse, which flows 
at the foot of the citadel. Bucharest 
lies in a plain, on both banks of the 
river Dimbovita."
